Now, we have here a gereral. declaration 
from the President, followed up.with fullness 
and. precision by the Secretary.of the Treas.

They look forward with 
strong desire; and point out the way, to a re- 
sumption of specie payment as soon as pos- 
sible. They confess that the use of paper money 
to. such an éxtent as to put gold ata pre- 
mium is only defensibleon the plea of abso- 
jute necessity ; and the Secretary thinks he 
can see his way clear to do without further 
aid of this character. 

_ What reason have we to suppose that 
Congress will discard utterly these sen- 
timents and ‘propositions of the President 
end the Secretary of the Treasury? .
